Women  or  Children,  with  only  a  Touch  of  her 
Hand,  to  the  Amazement  of  ali  People,  without 
taking  One  Farthing  for  her  Pains ;  having  Two 
Maids  to  wait  on  her,  and  Plenty  of  Gold  and 
Silver  about  her  •  as  alfo  a  Gold  Medal  about  her 
Neck,  with  the  Virgin  Mary's  Effigy  richly  engraven 
thereon,  but  will  give  no  account  of  her  Birth,  or 
whence  ihe  came. 
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Wandering  L  A  D  Y,  &c. 

WE  have  repeated  Letters  from  Canterbury  and 
other  Parts  of  Kent,  from  feveral  Perfons  of 
Quality,  and  others  of  unqueftionable  Repu¬ 
tation,  with  one  of  the  ft  range fi  Relations  that  ever  was 
heard  of  in  the  Memory  of  Man  ;  the  Particulars  where¬ 
of  are  as  followeth. 

-About  the  beginning  of  May  laft,  a  certain  Beau¬ 
tiful  Young  Gentlewoman,  in  Itrange  but  rich  Attire, 
having  two  Maids  to  attend  her,  was  obferv’d  to  wan¬

of  the  Mafculine  Gender,  except  a  kind  of  a  white 
Veil  over  her  Head,  which  in  fomc  mcafnie  refembles 
that  of  a  Nun.  Her  Maids,  who  are  very  Beautilul 
Young  Women,  are  drelt  in  very  fine  bright  Hair 
Colour’d  Velvet,  being  as  obferving  and  obedient  to 
her,  as  if  fhe  were  the  greateit  Queen  or  Emprefs 
upon  Earth,  to  whom  (lie  communicates  all  her  Bu~ 
iinefs,  whether  it  relates  to  Phblick  or  Private  Affairs, 
She  is  mean  in  Stature,  and  of  a  very  clear  and  (liming 
Complexion  ;  extraordinary  Beautiful,  even  to  Inch 
a  degree,  that  it  affonifhes  ail  perfons,  having  a  Cu¬ 
rious  Black  Eye  and  Eye-brows,  her  Face  ruin  d  and 
lively,  intermixt  with  a  pure  White  and  Red,  bav- 
ving  dimples  in  her  Cheeks  and  Chin,  her  Lips  like 
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fhe  fiiie/l:  Coral  *  her  Countenance  very  AmiabI 
Linn  ng  and  Pleafanc  j  her  Convention  Wor 
cterful  Grave,  Witty,  Graceful  and  Delightful 
Ixmg  the  mo  ft  exa«ft  Perfetfion  both  of  Wit  an 
Beauty.  Her  Words  few,,  but  thofe  (he  mak« 
ULe  ot  enough  to  Charm  the  greateft  Tyrant 
Nng  the  Wonder  of  the  World  for  Wifdon 
Bytuty,  Good  Nature,  Charity,  Pietv  and  He 
tnihty  |  but  above  all  for  the  Working  of  M 
racles,  to  the  admiration  of  all  People,  whk 
ihall  be  fpoken  of  in  another  Place. 

In  the  mean  time  I  cannot  omit  to  inform  m 
Readers  how  by  her  ludden  appearance  near  th 
Sea-Goaft,  in  the  uncommon  Equipage  above 
mention  d,  and  by  her  Pretence  of  Curing  th 
King’s  Evil,  She  was  at  firft  fufpeded  to  b 
the  Pretended  Prince  of  Wales,  and  the  rathe 
becaufe  (he  made  good  her  Words  by  reftorin. 
many  to  their  perfe&  Health  who  had  that  D; 
ftemper  by  no  other  vifible  means  than  the  tou;l 
of  her  Hand ;  infomuch,  that  the  Magiftrates  o 
Canterbury  hearing  of  her  Fame,  caus’d  her  to  b 
Apprehended  and  brought  before  them  at  th 
1  own- Hall  on  Saturday  the  14th  of  May 
at  which  time  above  40  Perfons  who  had  beei 
Cur’d  of  all  manner  of  Difeafes,  viz.  the  Blind 
Lame,  Deaf,  and  Dumb,  like  wife  Cripples  of  ai 
Sorts,  who  had  gone  on  Crurches  tor  many  Year 
together  % appear'd  on  her  behalf;  feme  of  whor 
made  Affidavit  before  the  Juftice,  that  they*  baj 
been  !,  am?  and  Blind  from*' their  Cradles  till  thi 
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Wandering  Lady,  pitying  their  deplorable  Con¬ 
ditions  reftor’d  them  to  their  perftd  Sight 
and  Limbs  in  a  Moments  time,  only  by  touch¬ 
ing  the  Parts  grieved  with  her  Hand,  particu¬ 
larly  one  Mary  Read  of  Kjnfmgton  ;  who  front 
her  Cradle  crawl’d  on  all  four,  not  being  able  to 
lift  up  her  Head  for  30  Years  laft  paft5  but  crept 
about  on  her  Hands  and  Knees  from  Door  to  Door 
a  Begging  for  her  Livelihood ;  who  by  a  wonder¬ 
ful  Providence  Was  accidentally  brought  to  this 
Wandering  Lady,  at  which  time  looking  ftedfaft-*. 
ly  upon  her,  flie  ask’d  her  whether  the  thought 
God  was  not  able  to  make  her  the  Inftrument  of 
her  Recovery,  to  which  the  poor  Wretch  (then 
on  her  Knees )  reply’d,  That  Are  was  fure  nothing 
was  impofllble'  to  the  Almighty,  and  tho’  a  great 
Pinner,  yet  Are  did  not  QueAkm  but  God  would 
be  merciful  to  her,  through  the  Merits  of  w* 
Chrifi  the  Righteous:  Upon  which  taking  an 
Herb  from  the  Ground,  as  if  at  a  venture  with¬ 
out  making  choice  of  any,  and  holding  it  vith 
the  lame  Hand  Are  gather’d  it,  lilting  i;p  her 
Eyes  to  Heaven,  Are  laid  the  far'd  Herb  on  the 
poor  Womans  Neck,  faying,  Cod  heal  thee.  v 
where upcn  Are  th  ;t  went  double  but  half  a  Mi¬ 
nute  before,  was  now  reftor’d  to  the  ufe  of  her 
Limbs,  in  as  perfedl  a  manner  as  the  Areighfcft 
Body  living  upon  the  Face  of  the  Earth ;  for 
which  the  laid  Mary  Read  gave  God  the  Glory, 
in  the  view  of  ieveral  Perfons  of  Good  Repute  - 
lion*  and  this  they  affirm’d  ip  a  fokmn  manner 
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jbefore  the  Juftices,  to  the  wonder  and  admirati¬ 
on  of  all  then  prefent. 

Upon  which  the  /aid  Magift  rates,  JHll  fearing 
that  [be  might  he  a  Spy,  caufed  her  to  be  fearch'e* 
from  Top  to  Toe,  leaf  under  that  unaccount ablet, 
difguife,  might  be  conced'd  fome  Letters  and  Pa¬ 
pers  of  Dangerous  Conference  which  was  done 
accordingly  with  her  fee  confent,  but  nothing  being 
found )  fome  then  prefent  had  the  Curiofity  to  fee 
•whether  fie  was  a  Man  or  a  Woman,  who  proving 
her  to  be  of  the  weaker  Sex ,  it  was  demanded  of  her 
whence  jhe  came  ?  where  fhe  was  Born  ?  and  hofr 
foe  came  by  this  great  Gift  of  Curing  Difeafes  m 
fuch  an  extraordinary  manner  ?  As  to  the  frft 
Quefion,  fie  anfwer  d  fie  lately  came  fiom  France, 
where  fie  was  call'd  to  do  Good,  and  now  was  come 
( as  fie  fuppos’d )  into  her  Native  Country  ( for< 
faid  fie )  I  was  brought  up  by  an  old  Rich  Gen¬ 
tlewoman  of  Kent,  who  faid  that  fie  found  me 
lying  in  Swadling  C loath s,  in  a  Haycock ,  when  L 
was  but  about  7  hree  Weeks  old ;  who,  as  I  grew  up 
taught  me  the  Lac  n,  Greek,  French  and  Italian 
Languages ,  which  I  attain’d  to  with  great  eafey 
delight  and  fatisfaclion.  As  alfo  the  True  Prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Chrifiian  Religion,  which,  by  the 
Bleffing  of  God ,  were  improv'd  to  his  Glory  and 
my  Comfort :  But  ad  which  time  I  was  kept  up  in 
a  kind  of  a  Cloy  (hr  from  all  worldly  Conversation, 
As  for  the  exaci  Place  of  her  Nativity,  fie  d  fir¬ 
ed  to  be  excus'd,  becauje  her  Ntirje,  or  rather  Tu- 
tor.ff,  did  never  inform  her .  But  as  to  the  third 
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and  Ujl  Qytefiion,  How  fhe  came  by  the  Gift  of 
Curing  Difeafes,  J he  anfwer'd  them  thus :  Every 
good  and  perfeSt  Gift  cometh  from  the  Lord,  and 
thereupon  defir  d  them  to  refi  fatisfied ,  with¬ 
out  giving  her  any  further  trouble ,  or  ob fir  acting 
her  in  the  Good  Works  of  Charity  and  Chrifiia- 
nity. 

Upon  which  the  Magi  fir  ates  aforefaid,  finding  by 
fufficient  demonfiration  that  all  the  Cures  that  /he 
perform'd  was  done  without  I  rick  or  Deceit ,  they 
forthwith  order’d  her  a  free  Pafi  or  Lic'enfa  to  go 
from  Place  to  Place,  where  fhe  pleas’d,  unmole  bl¬ 
ed.  It  was  obferv’d  when  jhe  was  fe arch’d  fhe 
had  a  Chain  of'  Gold  about  her  Neck,  with  a  Rich 
Medal  thereunto  affixed,  whereon  was  curioufly  en¬ 
graven  the  True  Effigy  of  the  Virgin  Mary  hav¬ 
ing  our  Pie  fed  Saviour  in  her  Arms,  fappofed  to 
he  near  Ten  Pound  value  5  her  Cloaths  being  of 
the  fineB  White  Velvet,  and  her  Linnen  beyond 
comparifon.  In  fbort,  her  Self  and  Servants,  both 
in  Ccnverfation,  Ingenuity,  and  other  Qualifica¬ 
tions,  feem  to  furpafs  all  manner  of  Human  Ex¬ 
cellencies. 

This  Female  Pilgrim  is  at  prefent  at  Brick- 
Hill-Houfe,  within  three  Miles  of  Canterbury, 
curing  all  manner  of  Difeafes,  tho  of  never  (0 
long  flan  ding)  or  great  efi  difficulty  %  and  ’t  is  faid 
{be  is  now  preparing  to  come  to  Feverfliam,  and, 
from  thence  to  London  5  where  her  Prefence  will 
be  very  acceptable  to  the  Cripples  of  that  City, 
ftho  arc  fo  far  defiitute  of  Money  to  recover  there 
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Limbs,  that  they  can  hardly  get  any  tc 
buy  Crutches* 

(P.  S'  Juft  now  we  have  an  Account 
That  the  above-mentioned  Pilgrim  is 
come  to  Fenjerjloam^  and  with  her  ibme 
Hundreds  of  People,  who  follow  her 
from  all  Parts  of  the  Country,  wonder¬ 
ing  at  the  extraordinary  Cures,  or  ra¬ 
ther  Miracles,  which  fhe  daily  performs, 
becaufe  fee  takes  no  Money  for  ic  -  but 
on  the  contrary  gives  very  liberally  to 
all  Poor  People,  ( after  <  fee  has  reftofd 
them  to  their  Healths)  according  to  their 
feveral  Necelfities,  or  djftance  from  their 
Refpe&ive  Habitations,  in  order  to  de¬ 
fray  their  Charges  in  their  Journey.
